HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — 
President Ford and Soviet 
Communist party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev held a 2 1-4-hour 
mini-summit meeting today and 
both men declared progress 
had been made on strategic 
arms talks and the Middle 
East. 
The two leaders joined in an 
impromptu news conference 
outside Üie American ambassa­ 
dor’s residence following the 
session. 
Brezhnev told Ford: “I am 
very pleased" as the two men 
shook hands. Ford then told 
newsmen the meeting, which 
ran 15 minutes overtime, "was 
very constructive, very friendly 
and very businesslike." 
Presidential Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said the session 
covered the strategic arms lim­ 
itation talks, the Middle East 
and bilateral matters. 
Ford said progress had been 
made and, he added: "I am 
sure when we meet again Sat­ 
urday there will be further 
progress." 
The Middle East was not 
scheduled as part of today’s 
discussions, but officials said 
the talks went so well that the 
Arab-Israeli 
conflict 
was 
raised. However, a more de­ 
tailed exploration of the Middle 
East will be held Saturday, 
U.S. officials said. 
Both men were asked if the 


European Security Conference 
they are attending would add 
significantly to world peace. 
The Soviet leader answered 
that "1 want peace and tran­ 
quility to reign in Europe. I 
want all nations to live in peace 
and not interfere in each others 
affairs." 
When asked again if the 
agreement to be signed Friday 
would accomplish that goal, 
Brezhnev answered: "I think 
so, yes." 
The question of interference 
in each others’s affairs had pla­ 
gued the preliminary work of 
the conference. The United 
States 
had 
demanded 
the 
agreement call for more civil 
liberties for the people of East­ 
ern Europe. 
Ford didn’t allude to the is­ 
sue of civil rights in his an­ 
swer, saying that peace in gen­ 
eral will be enhanced. "I be­ 
lieve over-all that peace in the 
world" will be helped by the 
agreement, the President said. 
Brezhnev, Ford, Soviet For­ 
eign 
Minister 
Andrei 
A. 
Gromyko, and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger held 
the face-to-face talks at the 
U.S. ambassador’s 
red-brick 
resid^ce where the President 
is staying. 
As the conference b^an, Fin­ 
nish police took into custody six 
women outside the grounds who 
demonstrated on bdialf of the 


cause of Soviet Jewry. Brezh­ 
nev apparently did not see the 
sidewalk demonstration. 
With American and Soviet 
parties lined up facing each 
other over a dining table, 
Brezhnev spoke of last week’s 
Apollo-Soyuz mission and de­ 
clared: "We have done a good 
job in space." 
Ford responded: "The hand­ 
shake in space is indicative of 
the progress we’ve been mak­ 
ing.” 
Brezhnev looked fit despite 
recurrent reports he has been 
ill, and told Ford and Kissinger 
his weight has been stable for 
six months. 
Kissinger joked that his own 
weight is stable within a 22- 
pound range. 
Ford and Kissinger stepped 
into the driveway of the three- 
story hillside residence to greet 
the Soviet del^ation. Brezhnev 
first shook hands formally with 
the President, then slapped at 
the President’s right hand in a 
fashion reminiscent of home 
run hitters. 
Joining Ford and Kissinger 
on the American side at the 
meeting were Walter Stoessel, 
U.S. ambassador to Moscow, 
Undersecretary of State Helmut 
Sonnenfeldt, 
and 
Kissinger 
aides Brent Scowcroft and Pe­ 
ter Rodman. 
Ford and leaders of 34 other 
nations were gathered in Hel- 


sinki to sign a nonbinding state­ 
ment on principles intended to 
guide the conduct of their na­ 
tions toward each other and 
their own citizens. 
Attention centered, however, 
on a series of mini-summits, 
most of them involving Ford. 
The President, for example, 
will meet privately with the 
prime ministers of Greece and 
Turkey, whom he last met in 
Brussels nearly two months 
ago. However, he was said to 
have little hope at this point of 
helping to achieve a settlement 
of the Cyprus dispute that di­ 
vides the two. 
Greek Prime Minister Con­ 
stantine Caramanlis was seeing 
Ford today, and his Turkish 
counterpart, Suleyman Demi- 
rel, will have a breakfast coti- 
ference with the President on 
Thursday. 
Before leaving Poland, Ford 
dispatched a letter to U.S. 
House Speaker Carl Albert ap­ 
pealing for reconsideration of a 
223-206 vote rejecting a com­ 
promise plan to resume at least 
partial U.S. arms shipments to 
Turkey. All deliveries were cut 
off after Turkey used Ameri­ 
can-supplied arms in its 1974 in­ 
vasion of Cyprus. 
Following the House vote, 
Turkey ordered a halt Saturday 
to all American-directed activi- 
ti^ at joint military bases in 
that country.

The area, never fuUy recov­ 
ered from the devastation of 
the 1967 Detroit riot, was quiet 
early today as the skirmishes 
diminished after midnight. 
Some minor injuries were re­ 
ported, but police said they had 
no idea how many persons 
were treated. 
The massive police presence 
in the Livemois-Fenkell area 
was 
re-established 
Tuesday 
after the mob ransacked Bob 
Bolton’s Bar and attempted to 
bum it. 
Andrew Chinarian, 39, owner 
of the bar, was charged earlier 
in the day with second-d^ree 


murder in Monday night’s 
death of Obie Wynn, 18, who 
was shot in the back of the 
head. 
The shooting immediately set 
off the disturbances and left the 
bar — already hated by local 
blacks because of alleged dis­ 
crimination — as a prime tar­ 
get for Tuesday’s crowd. 
"They’re going to bum it," 
several residents agreed as 
they eyeballed police. 
oifficers moved into the area 
in force after an appearance by 
Mayor 
Coleman 
Young, 
a 
black, failed to dissuade the 
crowd from the ai^ault on Chi- 


narian’s bar. 
About two hours later, offi­ 
cers ordered the crowd to dis­ 
perse and were answered with 
a five-minute deluge of bottles 
and rocks. Then police moved 
forward, firing tear gas, to 
broaden their grip on the area 
Unemployment in Detroit is 
23 per cent and many of those 
who gathered in the area Tues­ 
day night said they were out of 
work. Some said joblessness 
was a prime cause of the dis­ 
turbance. 
"If this didn’t kick it off, 
something else would," said 
one.

Greek Prime Minister 
Constantine Caramanlis said 
the principles of the super­ 
summit — called the Confer­ 
ence (Ml Security and (Opera­ 
tion in Europe — were being 
violated by the Turkish occupa­ 
tion of part of Cyprus.

a continent that has spawned 
centuries of conflict. 
Kekkonen called the confer­ 
ence "unprecedented in the his­ 
tory of Europe" and said it "is 
a result of the political will of 
all the participating states to 
improve and intensify their mu­ 
tual relations in the interests of 
their peoples,” 
But some of the heads of 
state who arrived Tuesday in 
this far northern capital of neu­ 
tral Finland warned that it will 
all be for naught if the partici­ 
pating nations fail to demon­ 
strate enough good will to im­ 
plement the 30,(X»-word confer­ 
ence charter. 
On this theme, President 
Ford said upon arrival that the 
United States will participate 
fully in the goal of winning a 
lasting peace in Europe. But he 
cautioned that the provisions of 
the Helsinki declaration "must 
be translated into policies of 
action." 
United Nations Secretay-Gen- 
eral Kurt Waldheim will offi­ 
cially convene the conference

House action this week on cost- 
of-living pay raises for mem­ 
bers of Congress, judges and 
high-level M eral officials ap­ 
parently was assured today 
While there was some criti­ 
cism of the plan voted Tuesday 
by the Senate to extend to these 
categories the cost-of-living ad 
justments already in effect for 
lower-ranking federal employ­ 
es, Democratic leaders in the 
House came out for it. 
besides senators and repre­ 
sentatives, the increases would 
go to federal judges, the vice 
president 
but not the Presi­ 
dent 
Cabinet members and 
others now under an over-all 
ceiling, about 17,000 persons in 
all 
The House Rules Committee 
was scheduled to act later on a 
resolution clearing the measure 
to the floor 
Supporters defended the pay 
raise, sent to the House on 
Tuesday on a 58 to 29 vote, as 
an act of simple justice for 
members of (Congress. They 
stressed that members of Con­ 
gress have not had a raise in 
their 142,500 annual salaries 
since March 1969. while the 
cost of living has increased 47 .5 
per cent 
"The Senate is not a rich 
man’s club” but continued de­ 
nial of higher pay "will make it 
so," said Sen Hiram L, Fong, 


R-Hawaii, in support of the pay 
raise proposal. He contended 
that only rich people would be 
able to serve unless salaries 
are increased. 
Sen James B Allen, D-Ala., 
opposed the bill because it 
would guarantee annua) pay in­ 
creases He termed this a 
"backdoor" approach. He said 
that if memb^s of Ccmgress 
want to raise their pay they 
should vote for it directly each 
time 
Besides members of Con­ 
gress, the cost-of-living raise 
would apply to Vice Présidait 
Nelson A 
Rockefeller. Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and 
House Speaker Carl Albert, all 
of whom now receive $62,5(X). 
The annual increase also 
would go to Supreme Court as­ 
sociate justices and Cabinet 
members, who now earn 160,000 
a year, as well as to about 14,- 
000 federal employes whose sal­ 
aries have been frozen since 
1969 at a 136,000 ceiling 
The amount of the cost-of-liv- 
ing increase would be deter­ 
mined annually by the presi­ 
dent unless disapproved by 
Congress either in whole or in 
part,

President Ford has indicated 
he will recommend a 5 per cent 
cost-of-living raise this year, al­ 
though the inflation rate has 
been about ^.6 per cent during 
the past year.

Death march in Cambodia

The self-righteou sness of many in the West, and 
of most spok esmen for the nations of the self- 
proclaimed “third world,” has once again made 
itself clear in the reaction — or lack of it — to the 
bru tal inhu manity being ex hibited by the Com­ 
mu nist gov ernment of Cambodia. 
New York Times correspondent Sidney 
Schanberg, for ex ample, told his readers — in 
dispatch after dispatch from Phnom Penh prior to 
the Commu nist tak eov er — that the Khmer Rou ge 
wou ld, in effect, be good for the Cambodian people. 
In one of his last messages to reach the West before 
the fall of Phnom Penh he wrote that, “I hav e seen 
the Khmer Rou ge and they are not k illing any one.” 


Sidney Schanberg’s writing was ty pical of the 
k ind of reporting from Moscow du ring the 193(te 
which appeared so often in The New York Times 
and other papers. Commu nist terror was 
ov erlook ed, and it was repeatedly said that the 
people were happy with their ru lers. Only when the 
Commu nists themselv es admitted the terror of the 
Stalin y ears did many Western observ ers find 
themselv es in the petition of being forced to admit 
that the Commu nists did, in fact, practice a policy 
of mass admission ev ery step of the way . 
Many American liberal antiwar critics hav e 
told u s for many y ears that a Commu nist v ictory in 
Indochina wou ld not lead to a blood bath, and that 
the people, in fact, desired su ch a Commu nist 
v ictory . Now, the facts are av ailable, at least with 
regard to Cambodia. 


The fact is that the Khmer Rou ge, shortly after 
their tak eov er, embark ed u pon a policy of genocide 
in Cambodia. Upon entering Phnom Penh, Khmer 
Rou ge troops immediately ordered the entire 
popu lation — some 2,000,000 people — to mov e ou t 
of the city en masse. Women, children, old men 
were all driv en ou t lik e cattle, many of them totally 
u neq u ipped or su pplied to go for more than a few 
hou rs — toward an u nk nown destination said to be 
6 5 miles away . 
An intelligence memo prepared for the White 
Hou se contains this rep<M*t: “Althou gh the accou nte 
are confu sed, and many cases conflicting, it is clear 
that the forced march ou t of Phnom Penh resu lted 
in death for many of the y ou ng, old and weak 
among the city ’s two million inhabitants . . . First­ 
hand accou nts from indiv idu als cau ght u p in the 
forced ex odu s — and who su bseq u ently ex ited the 
cou ntry — paint a grim pictu re. One reported 
scores of bodies floating in a riv er near the capital. 
According to doctors among the marchers, scores 
of people died from cholera, dehy dration or hu nger 
since the Commu nists prov ided no food, water or 
medicine throu ghou t the long m a rc h.. . The 
remov al of the u rban popu lation to the cou ntry side 
is clearly a deliberate and calcu lated policy of the 
new leadership and appears to be aimed at fu r­ 
thering the Commu nists’ plan to remak e com­ 
pletely Cambodian society . . . ” 


Denis D. Gray , an Associated Press reporter in 
Thailand, interv iewed Cambodians who managed 
to escape. One former soldier said that he saw 
abou t 40 trailers with abou t 10 corpses piled into 
each being towed down a road. Two day s later, 
after the Khmer Rou ge had left, the soldier said he 
discov ered arms and legs and other parts of bodies 
stick ing ou t of shallow grav es near the v illage of 
Phan Rong. 
The bru tality being inflicted by Commu nists in 
Cambodia has been largely ignored by world 
opinion. Ev en su ch liberal commentators as 
colu mnist Jack Anderson hav e ex pressed shock . 
Anderson wrote that, “This mu st go down in history 
as the greatest atrocity since the Nazis herded Jews 
into the gas chambers. The mass ex odu s was a 
death march . . . An estimated 1 million people are 
ex pected to die from hu nger and ex posu re.” 
Yet, the United Nations which glories in 
passing resolu tions of denu nciation against 
Rhodesia, Israel, and Sou th Africa, has had not a 
single word to say abou t the barbarou s activ ities of 
the Khmer Rou ge. 
This might be a good time to remember the 
activ ities 
of men su ch 
as 
Senator 
George 
McGov ern, Hu bert Hu mphrey and LYank Chu rch, 
who led the battle to cu t oft aid to the anit- 
Commu nist regime in Cambodia, partly on the 
grou nd that it didn't mak e mu ch difference if the 
Commu nists won. Majority leader Mik e Mansfield 
said that stoping the aid was in “the best interest” 
of the Cambodians. Colu mnist Tom Wick er said 
that there was “not mu ch moral choice” between 
the Khmer Rou ge and the Lon Nol Gov ernment. 
In an editorial. The China Post, a leading 
newspaper in barbarou s acts of the Khmer Rou ge 
hav e belied all their claims of peacefu l co­ 
ex istence. Ttiey prov ide added ev idence of the 
lawlessness of that regime, drawn any protest from 
the leading Western nations or hu manitarian 
agencies. D o^ it mean that those nations hav e lost 
their sense of ju stice?” 
Those who u rged a Commu nist v ictory in 
Vietnam and Cambodia, those who argu ed against 
the American effort to resist aggression, shou ld 
look carefu lly at ev ents in Cambodia. It is, in large 
part, as a resu lt of their efforts that the cu rrent 
genocide is able to tak e place. And, so blinded by 
their own ideological brand of selectiv e morality , 
the only thing they are able to do is look the other 
w av

The Vietnam coverup

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
chestrating one of the biggest cov er-u ps 
history of U.S. foreign policy . 
While he assu res au diences arou nd the cou ntry 
that there has been no bloodbath in Sou th Vietnam, 
U.S. intelligence reports on Vietnam passing across 
the Secretary of State’s desk rev eal a completely 
different story . 


The latest estimate of the Central Intelligence 
Agency is that the total nu mber of persons k illed or 
ex ecu ted ou tright since the Commu nists started 
their tak e-ov er of Sou th Vietnam in March has 
soared to more than 200,000. One CIA docu ment 
pu ts the nu mber at more than 250,000. 
The k illings by North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong troops match any of the highly play ed u p 
massacres committed by Hitler du ring World War 
II. In one instance, more than 400 helpless orphans 
and at least fiv e nu ns in charge of the children were 
pu t to death by gu n fire or beheaded. 


These bru tal k illings took place at the Sacred 
Heart Catholic Orphanage in Da Nang and at an 
orphanage at China Beach. Both orphanages are 
sponsored by Officials of International Orphans, 
Inc., (lOI), in Woodland Hills, Calif. These officials 
hav e confirmed the slau ghter. 
Tak ing a page from Hitler’s book , the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong hav e k illed ev ery orphan 
or child that they hav e discov ered with mix ed 
Vietnamese and American parentage. 


As the battle cry in Hitler’s Germany was “no 
Jewish blood,” it has now been changed in Vietnam 
to “no American blood.” As Mrs. Robert O’Meara, 
who organized the orphanage grou p in 19 59 , pu ts it: 
“The North Vietnamese and Viet Cong k illed 
those children of mix ed blood right away .” 
Refu gees from Sou th Vietnam report that the 
Viet Cong attack s hav e been most v iciou s against 
any one who has been associated with Americans in 
any manner and especially against any Vietnamese 
who assisted in the recent ev acu ation of refu gees 
and orphans. 


In Da Nang, according to these confirmed 
reports, the Com m u nists w ere particu larly 
v engefu l agianst any of the Vietnamese women who 
had liv ed with Americans. 
“They went into the police stations and took the 
co-hab records,” say s one refu gee doctor now here 
in Washington, “and then went ou t and k illed all 
those women and any of their children and then 
retu rned and chopped off the policeman’s head.” 
Aerial photographs tak en of the China Beach 
area in early April showed more than 30,000 bodies 
of Sou th Vietnamese ex ecu ted by the Commu nists. 
The region appears to be one of the main ex ecu tion 
sites for the Commu nists. 
As reported in this colu mn on April 13, tens of 
thou sands of Sou th Vietnamese were k illed in the 
Central Highlands when North Vietnamese ar­ 
tillery was u sed to destroy a floating bridge Ju st 
inside Phy Yen near the Phy Bon border. 
In another instance, Sov iet-made tru ck s and 
tank s were u sed to ru n down fleeing Sou th Viet­ 
namese refu gees and destroy chu rches and schools 
in which the refu gees had tak en hav en. 
Despite these shock ing intelligence and State 
Department reports of the most v iciou s bloodbath 
in modern times. Secretary Kissinger still con­ 
tinu es to dish ou t the “Commu nist line” that there 
has been no bloodbath in Sou th Vietnam. 
Since the President’s chief foreign policy ad­ 
v iser k nows better, one wcmders what he is try ing to 
accomplish in play ing a major role to mislead the 
American people on what is really happening today 
inside Sou th Vietnam. 
Congress cou ld perform a pu blic serv ice by 
calling Kissinger to ex plain his reasons for hiding 
the facts of life in Vietnam. 
Note; More than 1,000,000 Sou th Vietnamese 
are ex pected to be ex ecu ted before the bloodbath 
now going on there ends, according to information 
obtained by Sou th Vietnamese intelligence officers 
still operating u ndergrou nd in Saigon.

This letter is a rather late 
response to Frances Dempsey ’s 
letter that appeared a nu mber of 
week s ago in the Telegraph. Mr. 
^ 
Dempsey ’s interpretation of my 
former letter was entirely in­ 
correct. His letter was a rebu ttal 
on the premise that my letter “said 
y ou (the Telegraph editorialist) 
took an historical v iew of things 
becau se y ou were critical of the 
People’s Repu blic of China.” 
This statement is false on two 
accou nts: first, becau se I said “an 
emotional ahistorical approach” 
which is the ex act opposite of 
“historical” and second, b^au se I 
was hardly objecting to criticism of 
Red China. Rather, I disagreed 
with Mr. Tay lor’s treatment of the 
su bject from only two aspects. The 
first was his statistical comparison 
of the U.S. and China, and the 
second 
was his inability 
to 
recognize that the people of China 
are now mu ch better off than they 
were 
before 
the 
Commu nist 
tak eov er. 
My basis for the former ob­ 
jection inv olv es the geographical, 
historical, 
and 
cu ltu ral 
back grou nds of the two na­ 
tions. The la tte r objection is 
simply deriv ed from an eq u ally 
historical ev alu ation of past and 
present. This means a recognition 
of one ax iom: a person mu st hav e 
phy sical su stenance (i.e. food) 
before he concerns himself with 
social issu es. The hu ge Chinese 
popu lation is presently being fed, 
something that was not tru e 25 
y ears ago. 
The gist of my letter, howev er, 
was not meant to dwell on Com­ 
mu nist Cliina. I was, and am once 
again, complaining abou t the in­ 
competence of the conserv ativ e 
editorials that often appear in the 
T elegraph. Specifically , I am 
referring to the glorification of 
’’patriotic” Americans, the blank et 
condemnations of socialism, and 
an u nedu cated adu lation of the 
capitalist sy stem. 
The q u estion of freedom seems 
to play a major role in many of the 


Telegraph’s editorials. I hardly 
think it necessary to point ou t that 
cou ntry em braces form al 
ou r 
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freedom, a freedom which caters 
toward a certain class of people. In 
the United States, this class is q u ite 
large and conseq u ently has had 
little trou ble in consolidating 
control ov er the edu cational means 
of the general popu lation. As a 
resu lt, a great nu mber of in­ 
div idu als are u nable to perceiv e 
the great ineq u alities that ou r free 
enterprise sy stem perpetu ates. 
This fact is v ery tru e of the great 
majority of Dix on’s people. 
I 
su ggest to the reader that China is 
not the only cou ntry in which 
whole-scale 
brainw ashing 
is 
carried ou t. 
One of the greatest and most 
reoccu ring problem s with the 
Telegraph’s ^ toria ls is an in­ 
v ariable eq u ation of socialism or 
commu nism to the Sov iet Union or 
Red China. When attempting to 
analy ze 
different 
economic 
sy stems in general, which the 
editorialists often do, this eq u ation 
nothing less than a crime. I 
IS 
might point ou t that I’m stretching 
the word “analy ze” to its limits. In 
addition to being v ery simplistic, 
these editorials betray a v ery 
narrow and distorted v iew of 
history . 
The glorification of the United 
States and its economic sy stem is 
particu larly distru bing to me. 
Look ing at the present world 
situ ation, the predictions of Marx 
seem to be gaining v alidity each 
day . I find it especially distressing 
to hear the editorialists blame ou r 
present economic woes on trends 
tow ards 
socialism , 
liberal 
politicians, etc. Usu ally the reader 
is told that a complete retu rn to 
free enterprise and a reaffirmation 
of ou r principles of “freedom and 
democracy ” are the only way ou t 
of ou r problems. 
The readers may be fooled into 
accepting 
su ch 
sophomoric 
phrases 
as 
“ freedom 
and 
democracy ” combined with a blind 
faith in the free enterprise 
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sy stem; history , howev er, will m i 
be. I am particu larly enraged at 
the reasoning of many people who 
pu t an u ndy ing faith into a sy stem 
solely becau se it has been good to 
them. This may seem sensible to 
an empirisist who has only himself 
in mind, and I will concede that this 
description certainly fits the great 
majority of the conserv ativ es and 
reactionaries. On the other hand, 
those of who hav e some concern 
with fu tu re generations y et sWl 
adv ocate ou r sy stem, are people 
who hav e a faith in its longev ity . 
This seems to be a faith which.is 
increasingly being betray ed. The 
free enterprise sy stem (as we 
k now it) cannot continu e forev er 
and the longer we continu e to place 
su ch blind tru st in su ch an u nstable 
sy stem, the greater problems will 
become. I assu re the reader that 
the fu tu re will amply su pport this 
fact. 
In 
v iew 
of 
Solzhenitsy n’s 
criticism of detente I might add 
that this writer is politically still 
liv ing in the past. A hard-line 
policy towards the Sov iet Union is 
no longer practical especially if 
one is concerned with the freedom 
of the Sov iet people. If the Sov iet 
Union were to feel threatened by 
the 
United 
States, 
internal 
dissension wou ld necessarily be 
repressed more strongly , which is 
ex actly what Solzhenitsy n wants to 
eliminate. In addition, the threat of 
nu clear war wou ld mu ltiply con­ 
siderably and the arms race wou ld 
accelerate. The U.S. is no longer 
dealing with a second rate power, 
and can no longer treat her as su ch. 
C onseq u ently S olzhenitsy n’s 
solu tion can only accomplish two 
things; decrease internal freedoms 
in Ru ssia while considerably in­ 
creasing the threat of nu clear war. 
Lastly , it is this threat of 
nu clear war which has prompted 
me to write this (and my former) 
letter. Becau se of the stu pidity of 
man in general, nu clear war is an 
almost certain fu tu re fact. I for 
one, am not prou d to say that I 
came from a back ward little town 
that helped to realize this ev ent. As 
Heine said, “History teaches u s 
that it teaches nothing.” 
I’d lik e to thank the Telegraph 
for printing both of my almost 
blasphemou s letters. I sincerely 
dou bted whether they wou ld ac­ 
tu ally appear in print. 
I 
nev ertheless disappointed at the 
Telegraph’s mu tilation of my l ^ t 
letter. I also mention in passing 
that 1 am hardly one of “those who 
persist in repeating how wonderfu l 
ev ery thing is in Red China.” The 
same, howev er, is especially tru e 
of my attitu de towards the United 
States, for it seems to me that a 
thou ghtfu l far-reaching criticism 
of ou r own sy stem cou ld produ ce 
far better resu lts than ex tremely 
parochial and redu ndant criticisms 
of foreign nations and ideologies.

Now I’m doctorin g psori­ 
asis. Please write somethin g on 
the dreadfu l, red patches of 
bu rn in g , itchin g skin trou ble. 
It came on me su dden ly an d 
n ow has me really worried. I 
hav e been g ettin g treatmen ts 
for two mon ths from the skin 
doctor, an d my skin is really n o 
better. Is it hereditary ? My 
mother had it ov er most of her 
body . 
DEAR READER— Appar- 
CTitly y ou are on e of abou t eig ht 
million people in the Un ited 
States with this skin disease. It 
can v ary from a simple bu t 
v ery importan t cosmetic prob­ 
lem to cau sin g sev ere illn ess, 
in clu din g a form of arthritis. 
The basic problem is an ac­ 
celeration of the n ormal g rowth 
rate of the skin . We n ormally 
shed ou r skin su rface cells. The 
process is ju st markedly in ­ 
creased in psoriasis. The ov er­ 
produ ction of cells pile u p on 
the su rface of the skin as silv er 
g ray -like scaley su rfaces. Un ­ 
dern eath the scales are red 
blotches of fresh skin that 
g rows so fast it doesn ’t dev elop 
the n ormal protectiv e cov erin g . 
The ex cess scales shed ev ery ­ 
where. The v ictim may g et u p 
from a chair to fin d he or she 
has left a pile of skin scales be­ 
hin d. 
Althou g h the disease can 
hav e importan t medical con se­ 
qu en ces ev en these probably 
don ’t riv al the social con se­ 
qu en ces of the disease. The le­ 
sion s on the skin are u n sig htly , 
an d man y people, throu g h ig ­ 
n oran ce, thin k they are con ta­ 
g iou s. They are n ot. They hav e 
n othin g to do with g erms, an d 
y ou can ’t catch the disease by 
con tact. 
There is a hereditary charac­ 
teristic to the disease, bu t ju st 
becau se a paren t has or had it is 
n o reason to thin k that y ou will 
hav e it too. 
Man y people with psoriasis 
withdraw from social con tact, 
which can be as big a problem 


as the disease itself. The Na­ 
tion al P soriasis Fou n dation 
was formed, in part, to combat 
this problem. If y ou wan t in for­ 
mation on psoriasis y ou mig ht 
write to them at 6415 S. W. Can ­ 
y on Cou rt, Portlan d, Ore.

There is n o membership fee if 
y ou wan t to join . It is ju st pa­ 
tien ts with psoriasis helpin g 
other patien ts with the same 
problem. 
There are man y forms of 
treatm en t, an d common ly the 
treatm en t is in div idu alized. In 
the main , treatm en ts hav e in ­ 
clu ded coal tar oin tmen ts, u ltra 
v iolet lig ht, 
cortison e 
(hor­ 
mon e) oin tmen ts, an d ev en 
ag en ts common ly u sed in treat­ 
men t of can cer. A popu lar ex ­ 
ample of the latter is metho­ 
trex ate (MTX), approv ed for 
this u se by the Food an d Dru g 
Admin istration on ly in recen t 
y ears. 
It may sou n d stran g e to y ou 
to u se a dru g u sed in can cer 
treatm en t to treat psoriasis. 
The dru g in hibits or slows down 
cell g rowth an d hen ce can cer 
cell g rowth. It also slows down 
the ov erg rowth of skin cells in 
psoriasis. 1 hasten to add, pso­ 
riasis is n ot a form of can cer. 
MTX is a powerfu l medicin e 
an d can hav e seriou s side ef­ 
fects. Accordin g ly , doctors of­ 
ten don ’t u se it ex cept for cases 
that don ’t respon d to some of 
the other forms of av ailable 
treatm en t.

CHICAGO (AP) — One of the 
greatest inequ ities in the health 
insu rance bu siness inv olv es dis­ 
ability cov erage, where some 
w(Hnen pay 104 per cent more 
than men for identical benefits, 
an Illinois Department of Insu r­ 
ance stu dy says. 
And while the report, re­ 
leased Monday at a news con­ 
ference, singles ou t disability 
insu rance plans. Insu rance De­ 
partment Director Robert Wil­ 
cox said he su spects u nfair sex 
discrimination exists in other 
areas of insu rance cov erage as 
well. 
“Wide inconsistencies within 
the health insu rance indu stry 
are working against women in 
av ailability of cov erage, policy 
prov ision and rates,” Wilcox 
said Monday. 


“Differences in cov erage are 
so inconsistent and mu tu ally 
contradictory that it is obv iou s 
the cov erage is based on u n­ 
sou nd assu mpticms abou t wom­ 
en,” he said. 
One example giv en inv olv ed 
a mediu m-sized firm employing 
typical white collar workers. 
Male employes paid $44.01 a 
l^ear for disability insu rance, 
women 
workers 
were 
yea!

charged an annu al rate of 
$8 9.56 for the same cov erage. 
Wilcox aUo cited the case of 
a “man and a woman, both 40 
years old, both lawyers. In 
many instances, too many to be 
ju stified, the woman is qu oted 
a significantly higher premiu m 


rate for the same cov erage. Or 
she is giv en half the cov erage 
for the same amou nt of mon­ 
ey.” 
The stu dy, compiled ov er fiv e 
months, is based on v olu ntary 
responses of 981 insu rance com­ 
panies. It says 97.8 per cent of 
the companies discriminated 
against women in benefits or 
rates. 
Wilcox said nearly a third of 
the companies offered policies 
to men that they did not offer 
to women, and 95.8 per cent 
charged women rates that were 
from one to 164 per cent higher 
than those charged men for 
identical cov erage. 
Of those companies charging 
95.8 per cent higher rates for 
identical cov erage, 42.8 per 
cent charged women premiu ms 
from 30 to 50 per cent higher 
than men. Hates charged by 31 
per cent of the companies were 
more than 50 per cent 
for women. 
Wilcox denied that the stu dy 
was a réponse to criticism of 
the insu rance indu stry by su ch 
women’s grou ps as W’E (Wom­ 
en Employed). 
He attribu ted mu ch of the 
discrimination in the indu stry 
to “happerœtance” bu t said he 
expected the companies to v ol­ 
u ntarily “reassess and reform” 
their policies. 
If not, he said, the depart­ 
ment wou ld take s t^ s —in­ 
clu ding seeking legislation—“to 
protect the rights of women to 
fair insu rance treatment.”

“ He thinks their genetic code 


is jumbled!

their ancestors were retarded. 
“ Dr. Crane, could it be true 


that left-handed people have 
lower intelligence and a lower 
I.Q. than right-handed folks’’ 


“ And how many people are 


left-handed in contrast to the 
right-handed?” 
Left-Handed 


We’ll answer Mittie’s ques­ 
tions, starting from the last and 
going back to her first query. 


Estimates have placed about 


five per cent of people in the 
left-handed category and 95 per 
cent right-handed. 
Many originally left-handed, 


however, have been retrained 
to use their right hands. 
For many tools, musical in­ 
struments and other machines 
are designed for the right- 
handed. 


Others of the original left- 


handed don’t switch clear over 
to being 100 per cent right- 
handed, but rem ain am bi­ 
dextrous, where they can use 
both hands about equally well. 
Mickey Mantle, famous New 


York Yankee baseball star, 
thus could hit his homeruns 
with either hand. 
So he, and many other stars. 


are switch hitters. 
Left-handed pitchers, too, are 


regarded with great favor, as 
are left-handed batters. 
And a lefty (southpaw) foot­ 
ball forward passer often up­ 
sets the opposing team. 


The Bible also says the Tribe 


of Benjamin (Judges 20:16) had 
a special company of 700 sol­ 
diers who were left-handed and 
such expert shots with a sling 
that " . . . every one could sling 
stones at a hairbreadth, and not 
miss.” 
As regards I.Q., there is no 


connection between han(ied- 
ness and a person’s intelli­ 
gence ! 
It is as illogical to say left- 


handed folks have a lower I.Q. 
as to say blue-eyed people are 


retarded. 
As to why five per cent 


happen to be lefties, one theory 
is based on the position of the 
unborn fetus in its mother’s 
womb. 
During the last month of 


pregnancy, most unborn babies 
get turned till their heads are 
lodged in the mother’s pelvis. 
In most such cases, the right 


hand and arm are free, so this 
arm may get more practice 
prior to birth. 
In that small group whose 


right arm is restricted, it is the 
left hand and arm that thus get 
more exercise prior to birth. 
And whichever arm original­ 
ly gets the most exercise, will 
likely be favored afterwards. 
Thus, after its birth if you 


wish to retrain a lefty, don’t cri­ 


ticize sharply and scream, “ No, 
no, Johnny, use the OTHER 
hand!”

URBAN A— A sampling of 983 
citizens in the third annual Sur­ 
vey of Public Attitudes toward 
the University of Illinois re­ 
veals mixed emotions about 
tuition increases, strong sup­ 
port for tax credits to persons 
paying college tuitions for stu­ 
dents, and reaffirmation of the 
university’s rank among the 
nation’s top 10. 
The survey was conducted by 
mail among 620 persons who 
are members of the University 
of Illinois Citizens Committee 
or other advisory groups and 
363 in a personal sampling of 
service club members in six 
dow nstate 
com m unities, 
Charles E . Flynn, director of 


the Citizens Committee, report­ 
ed. Tabulation of results was 
done by the Survey Research 
Laboratory. 
Fifty-nine per cent of the re­ 
spondents felt tuitions are 
“ about right” while 37 per cent 
indicated they should be raised. 
Only 4 per cent favored lower­ 
ing tuition. In a related ques­ 
tion, “ Do you think state uni­ 
versities should cover in­ 
creased expenses of operation 
by increasing tuition?” 
the 
larger group split evenly be­ 
tween yes and no at 49 per cent. 
In the control group, 52 per cent 
favored an increase, 44 per cent 
no increase. 
A new question in the 1975 


surv’ey was, “ Do you think per­ 
sons paying college tuitions for 
students should receive a tax 
credit for these payments?” 
Sixty-nine per cent favored 
such credits while 31 per cent 
were opposed. 
That the University of Illinois 
is among the top 10 universities 
in the nation was supported by 
89 per cent of the participants, a 
rise of 5 per cent as compared 
to answers to the same question 
in 1974. Seventy-three per cent 
feel undergraduate teaching is 
of high quality and 90 per cent 
that the faculty is of “ high cal­ 
iber.” 
The survey this year also 
queried citizens about the offer­ 


ing of evening classes at Chica­ 
go Circle and at Urbana-Cham- 
paign. In answer to the ques­ 
tion, "Keeping in mind that ad­ 
ditional costs would be in­ 
volved, do you think evening 
classes should be offered?” the 
response was 58 per cent favor­ 
ing such classes at the Circle 
and 48 per cent at Urbana- 
Champaign. 
Participants also were asked 
this year to evaluate the uni­ 
versity’s efforts “ to ensure suf­ 
ficient representation of non­ 
whites and women in the stu­ 
dent body and on the faculty.” 
Sixty-three per cent felt efforts 
were “ about right” in the case 
of non-white students; 66 per 


cent on non-white faculty; 77 
per cent on women students, 
and 66 per cent on women facul­ 
ty members. 
Respondents showed little 
knowl^ge of operating polici^ 
of the Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission, which affect all 
Illinois colleges and universi­ 
ties, both public and private. 
Answering a question, “ Do you 
favor present operating poli­ 
cies” of the ISSC, 49 per cent of 
the larger group and 53 per cent 
of the control group responded 
“ don’t know.”

Jennings reviews the '75 year

“It takes a little o f ev ery thing to 
hav e a succesful seaso n,“ stated Dix o n 
baseball co ach Herb Jenning s in a po st 
seaso n interv iew Tuesday nig ht. “And 
we had a little o f ev ery thing .” 
“We g o t g o o d pitching this seaso n, 
timely hitting when we needed it, and 
so lid defense to keep us in a lo t o f 
g ames.” Acco rding to Jenning s these 
three facto rs were the key to the hig hly 
successful 28-11 seaso n. 
Co ach Jenning s wo uld no t v enture a 
1975 pre-seaso n predictio n. “I co uld no t 
be o ptimistic at the beg inning o f the 
seaso n because there were a lo t o f 
y o ung play ers who were play ing v ar­ 
sity fo r the first time.

In two y ears o f Dix o n D uk^ co ach­ 
ing Jenning s has co mpiled an o v erall 
reco rd o f 41-23, with a 13-12 1974 seaso n. 
Co ach Jenning s also led his team to a 
seco nd place finish in the Sauk Valley 
co nference this past seaso n with an 8-4 
mark. 
Jenning s attributed so me o f the past 


seaso n’s success to no t hav ing co nflicts 
with so me Dukes play ing so ftball o r 
American Leg io n baseball. “Witho ut 
these o utside g ames, there was no 
interference and we co uld co ncentrate 
o n just o ur o wn g ames.” 
Our hitting was no t real so lid all y ear 
lo ng ,” co ntinued Jenning s. “We mo re o r 
less relied o n two o r three batters 
thro ug ho ut the seaso n.” 
“As far as pitching g o es, Vince 
(Melendrez) was the wo rk ho rse o f o ur 
pitching staff. When there was a hard 
g ame co ming up, I alway s wanted 
Vince pitching .

“Jo hn Kemp did a real fine jo b this 
y ear o n the mo und. Jo hn’s big plus is 
his ex cellent co ntro l. Yo u to ew he 
wo uld no t walk v ery many in any g ame 
he pitched. He lo o ked g o o d when he 
pitched. Mo rrissey had a g o o d reco rd 
(8-0) and also sav ed a co uple big 
g ames. Mike can g et o ut o f jams and 
usually helps himself with nice co n­ 
tro l.” 
“ (Greg g ) 
Mullery was a hard 
thro wing pitcher and did a g o o d jo b by 
winning his last fo ur g ames in a ro w. 
Greg g can really thro w smo ke. I’ll miss 
him nex t seaso n.” 
Jenning s 
co nv ey ed 
ex trem e 
pleasure o n his team’s defense and 
co mmented that the erro rs are alway s 


g o ing to co me. “Sure, there will be 
erro rs; what I do n’t like are the mental 
erro rs. We really cut do wn o n the 
mental erro rs this y ear.” 
“I hav e to g iv e credit to the bo y s o n 
o ur stro ng defense. Of co urse we drilled 
as much as we co uld, but since we did 
no t hav e a diamo nd to practice o n, the 
g uy s had to wo rk o n the defense them­ 
selv es. Also , ex cluding Dav e Zinnen 
and Do ug Dev ine, ev ery play er was put 
at different po sitio ns this seaso n.. It 
was super the way they picked up, 
play ed and adapted to the different 
po sitio ns.” 
Indiv idually , co ach Jenning s had 
praise fo r all fielders, 
with fiv e 
specifically g etting a v erbal pat o n the 
back. 
“Zinnen is an ex cellent seco nd base­ 
man,” stated Jenning s. “He has his 
head in the g ames at all times and is a 
v ery smart ball play er. Zinnen also has 
v ery g o o d rang e and has sto o ped a few 
rallies ag ainst o ppo nents with g o o d 
fielding play s g o ing in different direc­ 
tio ns.” 
“Stan Hack has a lo t o f natural 
ability at sho rtsto p. I like the way he 
charg es the ball and mo v es aro und at 
his po sitio n.

“Mullery lo o ked real g o o d in center- 
field. He g ets a g o o d jump o n the ball 


and play s a fine defensiv e g ame in the

Corn 
needs 
rain 


D ES M OINES, Iowa (A P ).— 
Farmers in Iowa need a good, 
soaking rain within a few days 
or they will risk losing up to 
650 million bushels of cwm., 
state Secretary of Agriculture 
Robert Lounsberry says. 


At current market prices av­ 
eraging about about $2.85 a 
bushel for Iowa corn, the poten­ 
tial loss to farmers could be in 
excess of $1.8 billion. 


“ If it doesn’t come this week, 
we’ll be hurt more than we’d 
like to admit,” Lounsberry said 
Monday. “ The drought condi­ 
tions might cut yield 30 to 50 
bushels per acre.” 


Iowa produces about 20 per 
cent of the nation’s corn crop 
and in a good year will harvest 
more than 1.2 billion bushels. 
The forecast for this year had 
been 109 bushels an acre.

Until now, the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has esti­ 
mated that U.S. farmers will 
produce a record wheat and 
corn crop this year that will 
meet domestic and export de­ 
mands without seriously affect­ 
ing American consumer prices. 
The National Weather Service 
forecasts meetly sunny and hot 
weather for Iowa the next few 
days, with temperatures ex­ 
pected to top 100 degrees today. 
Iowa’s corn and soybeans 
crops are suffering from a 
combination of excessive heat 
and insufficient moisture, the 
Iowa Crop and Livestock Re­ 
porting Service said Monday. 
“ To recover, we would Iwve 
to have a good inch of rain 
spread out over a 12 to 24 hour 
period,” Lounsberry said. 
Up to an inch of rain fell in 
scattered Iowa locaticms last 
week, but the varied rainfall 
brought only temporary relief. 
Last year, a combination of 
early flooding followed by a se­ 
vere drought and an early frost 
cut the average yield to 81 
bushels an acre.
